4. £3 Other: Claims 1 and 4-9 remain rejected for the reason of record. Applicant's arguments have been addressed in 
prior office action. Applicant further argued that "zinc oxide is not added to a fatty acid comprising component first but to 
agueous components. When a second component comprising stearic acid is added, no controlled contact (if any contact at 
all) will be made between the zinc oxide and the fatty acid. " Applicant has not provided a showing that this is true. It 
remains the Examiner's position that the process disclosed in prior art appears to produce the same product as instantly 
claimed and the burden is then shifted to applicant to demonstrate unexpected results to overcome the art reiection(s). 
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
